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Man guilty 
of disorder 
on night of 
boy's death 

A MAN in the trial surround¬ 
ing the death of teenager 
Ben Morutare, stabbed 
outside a social club in 
Smethwick, has been found 
guilty of violent disorder. 

Tobias Blake, 20, has also 
been found guilty of a charge 
of having an offensive 
weapon on the night 16- 
year-old Ben was killed. 

Blake, from Kelsall Croft, 
Ladywood, was involved in 
the violence on July 28 last 
year. He was one of five men 
who have been on trial at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for violent disorder in 
relation to the incident. On 
Tuesday the jury returned 
their guilty verdicts. 

Custody 

He has now been 
remanded in custody until a 
sentencing hearing, set for 
September 20. Verdicts on a 
further four defendants 
were returned by Tuesday. 

Earlier another defen¬ 
dant, 18-year-old Andy Ly, of 
Fulmer Walk, Ladywood, 
had a plea of manslaughter 
accepted. He had originally 
been on trial for murder but 
that charge was ordered to 
lie on file. A charge of 
murder against another 
defendant, Omar Robinson, 
19, of Rann Close, Lady¬ 
wood, was dropped and he 
was told he had no case to 
answer. But both Ly and 
Robinson pleaded guilty to 
violent disorder, and they 
will also be sentenced. 

Ben, of Holden Crescent, 
Coalpool, Walsall, died from 
a stab wound to his leg, with 
witnesses claiming up to 80 
men chased him. 

Remandfor 
stab suspect 

A MAN from Great Barr 
charged with the attempted 
murder of a pregnant 
woman stabbed in Kidder¬ 
minster has been remanded 
in custody until a hearing on 
October 7. 

Andre Omar Smith, of 
Hamstead Road, was not at 
Monday’s hearing at Worces¬ 
ter Crown Court. The 24-year- 
old is charged with attempted 
murder of Rachel Louise 
Kane, 25, and attempting to 
destroy her unborn child. 


SCHEME AIMS TO 
CUT ENERGY BIUS 


AN INITIATIVE, which saw more than 
2,000 residents save money on their 
energy bills, has been launched 
again in the borough. 

Sandwell Council is leading the scheme to help resi¬ 


dents get a better deal fror 
ers. It works by getting 
together a large number 
of people who want to 
change suppliers so 
energy companies can 
offer them cheaper deals. 

The first Sandwell Energy 
Switch took place earlier 
this year with more than 
2,400 people signing up. 
Those who opted to switch 
saved an average of £120 a 
year, with some saving more 
than £300. 

People can register their 
interest by filling in an 
online form. An energy 
auction will then be held, 
which would offer residents 
the best available tariffs. 

Once the best rates have 
been found, applicants will 
receive an offer to see how 
much they could save. They 
can then decide if they want 
to take the offer or stick with 
their current deal. 

Once the registration 
period closes, those who 
have signed up will receive 
an offer and can then decide 
whether to take it. 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, Sandwell Council’s 
deputy leader, said: “We’re 
happy to bring back the 
Sandwell Energy Switch and 
make sure everyone has a 
chance to save money on 


gas and electricity suppli-

their energy bills. Last time 
people saved an average of 
£120 a year. That is a sub¬ 
stantial amount of money 
which can be put to very 
good use in these difficult 
times. 

“We think it’s important 
as a council we do everything 
we can to support our resi¬ 
dents. 

“This is an easy and effec¬ 
tive way to make sure every¬ 
one gets the best deal. 

“People have nothing to 
lose, so should find out what 
they stand to save.”

Fake haul worth £40k seized in raid 


THESE bags are packed with just some 
of £40,000 worth of fake goods seized in 
a raid in Tividale. 

Officers from Sandwell trading stan¬ 
dards stormed a house and discovered 
the haul which included around 3,000 
Blu-ray DVDs, designer handbags and 
jewellery. 

Upon entry to the building they 
noticed a laptop and printer that was 
being used to produce the latest CDs 
and DVDs. Also seized were counter¬ 
feit Dr Dre headphones, Louis Vuitton 
and Jimmy Choo handbags, and Rolex, 
Tag Heur and Gucci watches. 


The house was of multiple occu¬ 
pancy, and officers are still investigat¬ 
ing to find out who was responsible for 
the fake goods, which were found on 
July 23. 

Drugs 

One of the occupants was dealt with 
for a separate drugs offence and 
further enquiries are being carried out. 

Paul Moore, cabinet member for 
trading standards went to view the 
items for himself, at the council’s unit 
at Coneygree Road, Tipton. 

He said: “Fake products are often 


half the price of legal ones. While most 
people believe they are getting a 
bargain, many do not realise the effect 
buying fakes has on them and their 
community.” 

Bob Charnley trading standards 
manager has warned customers that 
when they buy counterfeit goods they 
are getting an inferior product. It also 
means that if it stops working the cus¬ 
tomer has no legal rights. 

He said: “This is another significant 
seizure which has removed a large 
amount of counterfeit material from 
the market place.”

Fraudsters avoid jail in 10k benefits con 


TWO fraudsters have avoided jail after more than 
£10,000 in benefits was falsely claimed. 

Asiya Aslam, aged 31, from Vicarage Street in 
Oldbury, claimed £10,343.44 between February 
2009 and April 2011 by lying about how much 
rent she was paying. She also failed to disclose her 
relationship to her landlord Ghazanfer Wali, who 
is the uncle of her daughter, to the authorities. 

Wali, 31, from Highbury Road, Smethwick, 
signed a document which backed up her lies. 

On July 1, Aslam pleaded guilty to five offences 
at Sandwell Magistrates’ Court of making false 
statements and producing false documents, while 
Wali pleaded guilty to one of making a false state¬ 
ment or representation. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court last week, 


prosecutor Mr Mark Jackson, for Sandwell 
Council, said: “Asiya Aslam’s claims were fraud¬ 
ulent from the outset because she gave false 
information about how much rent she paid. 

“Once her daughter was born she stated over 
and over again they were not related to the land¬ 
lord, when in fact he was the child’s uncle. 

“He signed a letter in which he gave false infor¬ 
mation about how much rent she paid.” 

Aslam at first told the authorities she was 
paying £125 per week in rent, which she claimed 
in housing benefit. A second letter was then sent, 
by Wali, again falsely stated she was paying £125 
per week. Another application was then made by 
Aslam stating she was being charged £500 per 
month. 


She later admitted that when she first moved 
in she agreed to pay £350 per month, and had 
been paying that amount throughout. 

Miss Samantha Powis, defending Aslam, said: 
“She’s never been in trouble before. But as the 
result of this she has now lost her job. The offence 
was committed more out of ignorance.” 

Defending Wali, Miss Shahida Begum said his 
involvement was limited to providing the letter. 

Aslam was sentenced to eight weeks in jail, sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, with supervision for 12 
months and an order for 180 hours of unpaid 
work. 

Wali was also given eight weeks in prison sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, with a 180-hour unpaid 
work order.

Horrendous 

Bristow, of Long Lane, 
Halesowen, and Webb, of 
Highfield Road, Rowley 
Regis, each pleaded guilty 
to unlawful wounding. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard the attack had 
been revenge for an earlier 
attack by Mr Bache on 
Bristow. 

Judge Michael Dudley 
told the pair that he had 
come very close to detaining 
them after watching the 
‘horrendous’ CCTV footage 
of the attack. 

He added: “It was a sus¬ 
tained attack, lasting quite 
a few minutes and it contin¬ 
ued despite the fact 
members of the public were 
trying to stop it. 

“Some of those inside the 
taxi office thought they 
were witnessing a potential

murder. Fortunately for 
you, it didn’t result in more 
serious injury. 

“I’ve had to think long and 
hard about this and you’ve 
just escaped a custodial sen¬ 
tence of two years.” 

Bristow and Webb were 
handed two-year sentences, 
that were suspended for two 
years. 

When the pair appeared 
at court to be sentenced last 
week, Mr Philip Brunt, who 
defended both of them, said 
Bristow who had been 
employed working with his 
father since the attack and 
was ‘capable of hard work to 
a high standard’. 

He added that Webb’s 
actions had been out of char¬ 
acter for him and came from 
a ‘sense of loyalty’ to his 
friend. 

Bristow and Webb will 
both have to complete the 
Resolve programme, which 
is organised by the proba¬ 
tion service, as well as com¬ 
plete 300 hours’ unpaid 
work.

From last week Air India has been 
running direct flights from Birmingham International 
Airport to the city in the Punjab that is the spiritual centre 
of the Sikh religion.

Surrya Bi, aged 43, and 
Mohammed Abzar, aged 44, 
of Beresford Road, in 
Oldbury, were wrongly paid 
a total of £34,590.89 after Bi 
lied on documents about 
who lived in their house. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told that the 
fraud covered a period 
between September 2005 
and July 2011. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prose¬ 
cuting on behalf of Sand well 
Council, said Bi stated on 
benefit claims forms on 
several occasions that she 
was the only occupant living 
at the address, in Beresford 
Road, when in fact Abzar, 
who owns the house, and 
another working couple also 
lived there. 

Admitted 

Mr Jackson said she then 
also lied in a letter to the 
benefits office. 

Both admitted seven 
offences each at an earlier 
hearing at Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates’ Court, relating to 
making false statements in 
order to claim benefits. 

Bi was handed 42 weeks in 
jail, suspended for 18 
months, and 200 hours of 
unpaid work, while Abzar 
was given 200 hours of 
unpaid work for the 
offences. 

Paving way for 
VC hero honour 

VICTORIA Cross recipients 
from the Black Country will 
have their bravery honoured 
as part of plans to mark the 
centenary of the First World 
War. 

Stones will be laid in the 
home towns of Victoria 
Cross recipients - in recogni¬ 
tion of Britain’s highest 
award for battlefield 
valour - which include a 
Tipton war hero. 

The commemorative 
stones will be a centrepiece 
of the events being planned 
from 2014 to 2018. 

Communities Secretary 
Eric Pickles has announced 
a national competition to 
design specially-commis¬ 
sioned stones which will be 
presented to councils iwhere 
VC recipients were born.

Call for pension funds to 


PENSION funds should pull out of invest¬ 
ing in tobacco companies, says a Sandwell 
health boss and a West Bromwich ME 

Millions of pounds of council workers’ 
pension pots are invested in tobacco compa¬ 
nies, despite authorities now being respon¬ 
sible for improving public health and 
campaigns to stop people smoking. 

It has emerged that bosses at two author¬ 
ities are demanding that the investors 
responsible for all the West Midlands 
council pensions pull out of big tobacco 
firms. 


Pension funds, which have a duty to get 
the best possible return on investments, 
continue to invest in big tobacco companies 
such as Philip Morris, Japan Tobacco Inter¬ 
national and Imperial Tobacco. 

Two councils - Sandwell and Dudley - say 
they want to stop investing in tobacco alto¬ 
gether. 

Difficult 

The West Midlands Pension Fund, which 
administers the pensions of260,000 current 
and retired council workers, has an invest¬ 


ment portfolio worth £9.8bn. Its portfolio 
reveals it has £12.3m in Imperial Tobacco, 
£7.2m in Philip Morris and £1.7m in Japan 
Tobacco. The Staffordshire Pension Fund 
has £15m in British American Tobacco. 

Sandwell’s health boss Councillor Paul 
Moore is writing to the West Midlands 
Pension Fund urging it to take its money out 
of tobacco. 

His views were echoed by Dudley 
Council’s leader David Sparks, who said he 
was ‘amazed’ that council pensions were 
still invested in tobacco. 


West Bromwich East MP Tom Watson 
said: “The whole area of ethical investing of 
pension funds is difficult and needs reform. ” 
But council leaders say tobacco compa¬ 
nies have no influence over health policy, 
despite the pension fund investments. 

Ian Parry, cabinet member for finance on 
Staffordshire County Council, said: “I can 
assure people that any investment by the 
pension fund in tobacco stocks has no 
bearing on the development of public health 
policy.”

“It is an increasingly diffi¬ 
cult situation and fortu¬ 
nately we have a good grip of 
the budget - we are not 
bankrupt and Sandwell will 
probably be one of the last 
council’s to ever go bank¬ 
rupt - but the impact this is 
having on local people is cat¬ 
astrophic.” 

It is not yet known which 
department will face the 
brunt of the cuts or when the 
redundancy process will 
begin. 

The council was initially 
faced with making cuts of 
£75m by 2015. 

However, after the Chan¬ 
cellor’s Autumn Statement 
last year, it was revealed the 
authority would need to 
make cuts of £100m by 2017 
- a further £25m more than 
anticipated. 


£6m for carbon plant 

More than £6 million is being invested in a carbon recycling 
site at Tipton after its owners won a major contract from 
Thames Water. 

Chemviron Carbon bought the former Grafham Carbons 
site at Bean Road, Foxyards, from Severn Trent Water and 
has mothballed it pending getting planning permission for 
a major expansion scheme. 

The 10-year contract won by Chemviron is to reactivate 
spent activated carbon used to treat drinking water. 

Bob O’Brien, Calgon Carbon’s chief operating officer, 
said: “Because of Thames Water’s ongoing commitment to 
provide high quality drinking water to their customers, 
Calgon Carbon and Thames have a relationship that spans 
decades. We are very pleased that Thames selected Chemv¬ 
iron Carbon for its reactivation services.” 


be no option but to shed 
staff as the authority faces 
crippling budget cuts that 
will be ‘catastrophic’ for 
local people.

It currently has 844 pupils. 

Ms McMahon, who joined the school 
from Hodge Hill Sports and Enter¬ 
prise College earlier this year and won 
the Midlands Headteacher of the Year 


award last June, said: “We are very 
excited and very proud as our new 
build gets under way. 

“Months and months of planning 
have gone into the process so far, and 
we are confident the end product will 
be stunning. 

“The whole school community is 
delighted that we will finally get the 
learning environment our students so 
richly deserve. 

“Coupled with our expected best- 
ever exam results this summer, the 
future is very bright at OSCA.”

Bishop admits stealing from church 


A BISHOP could be facing jail after 
admitting stealing £180,000 from a 
Midland church. 

Gerald Edmund, 76, swindled the 
cash over an eight-month period 
from Bethel United Church of Jesus 
Christ Apostolic, a registered 
charity which has a convention 
centre in Kelvin Way, West 
Bromwich. 


He pleaded guilty to two counts of 
theft and one of fraud by false repre¬ 
sentation when he appeared at 
Birmingham Magistrates Court. 

Investigation 

Edmund, from Bristol, is believed 
to have stolen the money between 
July 2010 and February 2011. 

He was prosecuted following a 


lengthy investigation by West 
Midland Police’s Economic Crime 
Unit and will be sentenced at the 
city’s crown court on August 22. 

The Charity Commission is also 
carrying out an investigation. 

A Charity Commission spokes¬ 
woman said: “We are conducting an 
on-going operational compliance 
case involving the charity. The case 


focuses on concerns about misap¬ 
propriation of funds and issues sur¬ 
rounding the charity’s governance, 
accounting and reporting.” 

The Bethel convention centre has 
an auditorium with seating for 2,500 
people as well as a chapel and 
baptism pool. 

The church has declined to 
comment on the court case. 


Road island scheme 
puts casino on hold 


A £6 MILLION casino that was poised to 
create 120 jobs has been put on hold because 
the site it was planned for will now make way 
for a congestion-busting road. 

Gaming group Rank have been battling to build a casino 
on land next to the Birchley Island and slip-road for the M5 


junction 2. 

Despite a long-running 
wrangle over a casino licence 
coming to and end, bosses 
have been told the grassland 
is needed for the planned 
extension of the A4123, 
which is to cut through the 
roundabout. 

Sandwell Council is 
behind the plans to ease 
jams around the island, 
which is used by 92,000 
drivers a day. 

Council deputy leader 
Mahboob Hussain con¬ 
firmed the land, owned by 
the authority, is now 
planned for the scheme. 

Battle 

He added: “It would not 
leave enough space for the 
casino development.” 

Rank Group, the parent 
company of Grosvenor 
Casinos, planned the casino 
as part of a £15m develop¬ 
ment. But it led to a long 
battle in the courts because 
Clockfair Ltd, owners of the 
rival Shaftesbury Casino in 
West Bromwich, objected to 
a licence being transferred 
from nearby Mecca Bingo 
site in Oldbury. 

Both operators have now 
reached an agreement. Amy 
Culora from Rank Group, 
said: “Grosvenor Casinos is 
really pleased that this 
extensive legal process has 
been resolved. 

“Unfortunately the prem¬ 
ises for Birchley Island has 
fallen through at this point, 
we can regroup and focus on 
where we go for the future.” 

Meanwhile, the funding 
bid for the £7 million 
improvements the traffic 
island has moved to the next 
stage. 

Council bosses want to put

a road through the middle of 
Birchley Island, close to 
junction two of the M5 at 
Oldbury, to ease traffic con¬ 
gestion. The island is used 
by around 92,000 drivers. 

The plans would see the 
Wolverhampton Road run 
straight through the island, 
rather than around the 
traffic light-controlled junc¬ 
tion. 

Sandwell Council has 
made a bid for Department 
for Transport funding to 
carry out the work and the 
scheme has been shortlisted 
to progress to the next stage. 

The council has now been 
asked to draw up a business 
plan by next spring. 

Councillor Steve Eling, 
deputy leader of Sandwell 
Council and borough finance 
boss, said: “There’s another 
three stages for this to go 
through before this is ever 
likely to happen, in about 
three years time. 

“It has been shortlisted to 
go forward which means 
that now a business case has 
to be produced.” 

Councillor Eling said he 
was disappointed with the 
lengthy application process 
when there was no guaran¬ 
tee of funding. 

“I am pleased that it has 
been shortlisted, I am just a 
bit incredulous that it looks 
like it is being turned into 
some enormous bureau¬ 
cracy,” he said. 

“This is the sort of thing 
that should be able to move 
along pretty quickly. 

He added that the council 
footing the bill was not an 
option, especially as the 
authority faces the prospect 
of more job cuts.

Plant bid 
to convert 
waste into 
electricity 

AN ENGINEERING firm is 
bidding to build a power 
plant in Sandwell that would 
turn waste into electricity. 

Broadcrown Ltd is behind 
the plans for land in Portway 
Lane, Wednesbury. 

The firm, based in Hixon, 
Stafford, is developing tech¬ 
nology to turn waste effi¬ 
ciently into power using 
funding from the Energy 
Technologies Institute. 

Bosses say the plans for 
the plant, believed to be the 
first of its kind in the 
country, will create jobs and 
bring investment. 

Mark Walton from 
Alliance Planning has 
written to Sandwell Council 
on the company’s behalf 
asking for it to undertake an 
Environmental Impact 
Assessment. 

The letter says the plant 
would consume up to 60,000 
tonnes of waste a year, and 
would produce 3.5 
megawatts of renewable 
electricity. 

The plant will take com¬ 
mercial and industrial 
waste, along with biomass, 
to generate heat and power 
which will be pumped back 
into the network. 

The waste will be deliv¬ 
ered to the plant and then 
weighed, recorded and 
sorted to remove rubble or 
metal components. 

Recyclable materials will 
also be removed and taken 
elsewhere to be recycled. 

If the environemental 
impact statement is success¬ 
ful, the firm is expected to 
make a full planning appli¬ 
cation. 

Wednesbury North coun¬ 
cillor Elaine Costigan said: 
“It’s fantastic news for 
Wednesbury and a mar¬ 
velous opportunity.” 

Former Albion 
player dies, 79 

A FORMER West Bromwich 
Albion player has died, aged 
79. Wilf Carter, who was 
born in Wednesbury and 
made 61 appearances for the 
Baggies, had been suffering 
from cancer. He died on 
Sunday at his home in Bath. 

Mr Carter joined Albion 
from school and spent eight 
years at The Hawthorns, 
scoring 12 goals. He moved 
to Plymouth with Albion’s 
Bilston-born goalkeeper 
Geoff Barnsley for a com¬ 
bined fee of £2,500 in 1957. 

Mr Carter ended his foot¬ 
ball career at non-league 
Bath City. He is survived by 
his wife, Margaret, a son and 
two daughters.

ARTS Council bosses 
remain in talks with 
Sandwell College and 
Sandwell Council over the 
future use of The Public. 

The college wants to take 
over the West Bromwich arts 
centre, which opened in 
2008, and provide places for 
500 A-level students. 

Negotiations are continu¬ 
ing and Arts Council said it 
is working with both organi¬ 
sations as talks progress. 

A final decision is due to 
be made by late summer in 
order for the sixth form to 
open in September 2014. 

Peter Knott, area director 
at Arts Council England, 
said: “Arts Council England 
is currently in discussions 
with Sandwell Metropolitan 
Borough Council and 
Sandwell Arts Trust regard¬ 
ing the future use of The 
Public building. 

Petition 

“Arts Council will con¬ 
tinue with these discussions 
and work with key partners 
and stakeholders to develop 
opportunities for the people 
of West Bromwich and 
Sandwell.” 

Last week borough 
council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said early 
indications would suggest 
that the college is looking to 
develop The Public as a 
sixth-form arts college, as 
well as keeping on some of 
the groups that currently 
use the site. 

A petition of almost 5,000 
signatures in opposition to 
the proposed change has 
been handed to the council. 

Sandwell Council took 
over the management of the 
New Street centre in 2009 
after the Arts Council 
walked away, and continues 
to pump £1.5m a year into 
the building. In 2011 the 
Arts Council was accused of 
funding a building that was 
‘not fit for purpose’ in a 
damning report into the 
organisation’s role in build¬ 
ing the centre. 

Deputy council leader 
Councillor Mahboob 

Hussain has said the council 
wants to secure a long-term 
future for the building.

Stanley knife thug is put behind bars H 


A THUG who left a permanent scar on 
another man’s face after attacking him with 
a Stanley knife has been jailed for nine 
years. 

Dean Kelly launched the attack at a pub 
after he mistakenly believed his victim had 
previously robbed him or his family. 

Kelly, of Chapelwood Grove, Perry Barr, 
had previously pleaded guilty to wounding 


with intent and possession of an offensive 
weapon. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard how 
Kelly picked out his victim in the unplanned 
attack at the Scott Arms in Newton Road, 
Great Barr, on April 5. 

The 27-year-old wrongly thought his 
victim was responsible for a robbery and 
there was history between the pair. 


His victim, who was with his partner 
when he happened across Kelly, suffered a 
scar to the left side of his face which ran 
across his ear. 

The victim had been left psychologically 
damaged, the court heard. He has already 
endured surgery for the injury and may 
have to undergo more in the future. 

Mr James Bryce, defending, said: “The 


complainant went to the pub - this defen¬ 
dant couldn’t have known he was going 
there. 

“It’s clear that when alcohol is not 
involved he leads a reasonably responsible 
life.” 

Kelly had previous convictions for wound¬ 
ing with intent and possessing an offensive 
weapon, the court was told. 


Cowboy builder is 
jailed for two years 


A ‘MANIPULATING’ builder who took nearly 
£100,000 from his customers for shoddy or 
uncompleted work is behind bars after being 
jailed for two years. 

Gary Powis took money from his victims across Sandwell 
and Birmingham over a three-year period between April 
2007 and October 2010. 


In one case the 49-year- 
old pocketed the cash and 
never even started the work. 

Powis, from Iverley Road, 
Halesowen, who operated 
under the name Pro Build, 
was last week sentenced at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for defrauding his 
seven victims out of a total of 
£99,265. 

Fraud 

He had pleaded guilty to 
11 counts of fraud at a previ¬ 
ous hearing. 

The court heard that in 
the majority of cases Powis 
agreed staged payments 
with the homeowners, and 
took money upfront for 
building materials and 
labour costs. 

In some instances he 
started the work but would 
then ask for more money for 
materials, which would not 
appear. 

In one case he took £4,000 
from one customer and 
never carried out any work. 

Once he had pocketed 
cash from his victims, proj¬ 
ects he had started would 
then slow and he made a 
multitude of excuses to try 
to cover his tracks. 

One victim told of feeling 
so threatened by his 
demands for more money 
that she changed all the 
locks in her house. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “This was a 
man who systematically 
abused the trust of his cus¬ 
tomers. 

“He effectively manipu¬ 
lated and/or coerced them

into handing over more and 
more cash, on the basis that 
if they didn’t he wouldn’t do 
any more work.” 

Properties included 
homes in Oak Road, 
Oldbury; Durham Road, 
Blackheath; Crendon Road, 
Rowley Regis; and Beacon 
Close in Smethwick. 

Mr Jackson said inde¬ 
pendent surveyors were 
called in to some of the prop¬ 
erties to assess Powis’s 
work. 

Some homeowners were 
told he had not done work to 
match what they had paid, 
while others had to pay out 
again to rectify his mistakes. 

Ms Sophie Murray, 
defending, said Powis’s 
actions had not been dishon¬ 
est from the outset, and his 
business model was to take 
on jobs to pay for other work 
already started, but he got 
out of his depth. 

She said: “He previously 
had only taken on small jobs 
he could do himself or with 
the assistance of contrac¬ 
tors. But he took on a job 
that started very small and 
got bigger and bigger, so 
wasn’t able to complete his 
work in other places. 

“He is deeply, deeply sorry 
for what he has done.” 

After the sentencing, 
Sandwell trading standards 
manager Bob Charnley said: 
“This sends out a strong 
message to those disrep¬ 
utable individuals who prey 
on people in their homes.” 


Celebrating the rule of the metre

THE 220th anniversary of the cre¬ 
ation of the metre as a unit of measure¬ 
ment is being celebrated with a display 
at a museum in Sandwell 

The Avery Historical Museum, on 
Foundry Lane in Smethwick, has been 
given a special, highly-accurate metre 
stick by Wolverhampton Trading 
Standards that has gone on display. 

The brass stick would have been 
used to ensure traders at shops and 
market stalls were not giving their 
customers short measures when 
selling items such as fabrics. 

It forms part of a wider display on 
trading standards, which also includes 
measures used to check liquids, such 


as beer, were sold in accurate quanti¬ 
ties. But the stick is of special impor¬ 
tance, as August 1, 1793, was when 
proposals to use the metre as a meas¬ 
urement were ratified into law by 
France’s National Convention. 

Andrew Lound, the museum’s 
curator, said: “Although our main 
focus is the history of weighing, other 
forms of measurement are also of par¬ 
ticular interest. 

“The change in law that recognised 
the official metre was followed quickly 
by the official kilogramme, and led to 
the formation of the International 
Bureau of Weights and Measures - a 
body that still exists today to ensure 


celebrate the anniversary of the metre 

worldwide uniformity of measure¬ 
ment. 

“The metre length is a wonderful 
addition to the collection and will 
eventually feature in a special display 
on trading standards. 

“It is quite fascinating to see the 
evolution of length from three barley¬ 
corns to the inch to the modern metre, 
and it ties in nicely with our compre¬ 
hensive range of exhibits which chart 
the history of weighing.” 

Prior to the introduction of the offi¬ 
cial metre, Europe used a vast range of 
different measurements, from 
thumbs, feet and handfuls, to loads 
and bags. 


H&M is poised to

CLOTHES store H&M is 
believed to be opening a 
store at the £200 million 
New Square development.

Trust is to recruit 
70 more nurses

Bosses say they are 
using more temporary 
workers than they have 
for the past four years. 

Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals

As a teenager it felt

At 17 reporter Charlotte Lilley 
was shocked to be told she had 
diabetes but she has learned not 
to let it get the better of her 


IMAGINE waking up and having 
to inject yourself directly into 
your stomach. Now imagine 
doing that five times a day. Hard 
isn’t it? But as a Type 1 diabetic, 
that is exactly what I do to stay 
alive. 

I am one of the 2.9 million diabetics 
living in the UK. I am not over¬ 
weight, I do not lead an unhealthy 
lifestyle and I exercise regularly. So 
why do I have this incurable disease? 
Nobody knows. 

Last week Home Secretary Theresa 
May revealed her shock at being told she 
has diabetes and will have to inject 
herself with insulin. She silenced her 
critics who had commented on her thin 
frame telling them it will not affect the 
way she does her job. 

Questions 

I was diagnosed seven years ago, aged 
17, with the Type 1 illness, which means 
my body does not produce any insulin, 
sending my blood sugar levels too high. 

My friends and family kept comment¬ 
ing on how much weight I had lost, but 
because I was eating normally, I didn’t 
think anything of it. 

I weighed just under seven stone before 
I visited a doctor and was drinking a lot of 
water, but luckily I was diagnosed just in 
time with a routine blood test. 

I remember sitting in the waiting room 
as a bag of nerves thinking ‘I haven’t got 
diabetes, that’s what older, bigger people 
get,’ but I was wrong. I was thinking of 
Type 2 diabetes, which is more common 
and usually affects people over the age of 
40 who are overweight. 

Type 1 is predominantly found in chil¬ 
dren and teenagers and after a series of 


blood tests, I was told the bad news - I 
was now another number in the diabetes 
statistics. At that moment, my life 
changed forever. It was a real shock and 
took me a while to come to terms with it. 
I had so many questions but none came 
out of my mouth. 

Luckily my mum, who used to be a 
nurse, was able to explain things and 
reassure me later on. 

I wasn’t able to leave the hospital 
until I had given myself my first insulin 
injection, which left a small scar on my 
stomach that I still have today. 

With a huge fear of needles, the 
prospect of having to do this at least 
twice a day was daunting, but the spe¬ 


cialist nurse showed me what to do and 
since then, it has become second nature. 

I now inject myself five times a day, 
twice with my breakfast, once with my 
lunch, once at dinner time and again 
before bed. 

My needle phobia quickly vanished, it 
had no choice, and now my only gripe is 
the bruises I sometimes get afterwards. 
But as a teenager, it felt like the end of 
the world. 

I was different to my classmates and 
at an age where image is everything, 
who wants to carry around a lunch box 
because they can’t have school dinners? 

Gone were the days of eating chips 
and pizza for lunch, replaced instead 


with carrot sticks and sandwiches made 
by my over-protective mother. 

Things became even harder when I hit 
my 18th birthday two months later. I 
was legally allowed to drink but could¬ 
n’t, because just a few sips would send 
my blood sugar levels soaring, causing 
complications later in life such a stroke 
and heart attack. 

So at a meal with friends, I had to 
resort to drinking diet coke and watch 
them eat my birthday cake instead. 

As the months went by, I began to 
settle into a routine and started to feel a 
lot better realising how unwell I must 
have been. 

But while I appeared to be coping well, 
there were times when I would ask ‘why 
me?’ I had always been fit and healthy 
and now diabetes was threatening to 
ruin all that. 

Thankfully, seven years later I have 
come to terms with it and I don’t let my 
condition define who I am or stop me 
from achieving my goals. 

Protective 

Although I have to attend hospital 
appointments and blood tests every 
three months and carry food with me 
wherever I go, my diabetes hasn’t 
stopped me from doing anything and I 
am still able to carry out my job as a jour¬ 
nalist to the best of my ability. 

I have learned to live with the fact that 
my friends and family will always be a 
little bit over protective of me even 
though I am now 24, and that my father 
will still forget I have it and offer me 
sweets and chocolate. 

People who know me would say the 
biggest change is the contents of my 
handbag. Before I was diagnosed it used 
to be filled with make-up, nail polish and 
hair clips, now it’s full to the brim with 
unused needles, glucose monitoring 
equipment and sugar tablets. 

Hopefully with Mrs May bringing the 
condition into the spotlight, it will make 
more people understand its implications 
and encourage others who have it to 
control it and not let it get the better of 
them.

SUPERMARKET staff battled 
with a thief armed with a knife 
when they caught him stealing 
alcohol, a judge heard. 

Ukraine-born Edgaras Miklis was 
already on bail accused of two burglaries 
and a host of shoplifting offences when he 
struck at Asda in Great Bridge, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

The CCTV operator at the shop saw the 
30-year-old acting suspiciously and used 
the cameras to follow him round the aisles, 
said Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

Miklis picked up two bottles of vodka 
which he hid in his trousers before being 
stopped by a security guard after walking 
out of the store without paying, the court 
heard. He was taken to a room where he 
produced a kraft knife and threatened to 
‘cut up’ staff who were there, continued Mr 
Searle. 

Drugs 

“There was a struggle in the small room 
during which he was hit with one of the 
bottles he had been trying to steal.” 

Miklis from Dudley Street, West 
Bromwich told the court: “I was on drugs 
when all this happened. I need help to stop 
taking drugs.” 

He pleaded guilty to stealing two bottles 
of vodka worth £17, possession of a knife 
and threatening behaviour in the store at 
Brickhouse Lane, South, Great Bridge on 
April 4. 

Miklis also admitted two thefts from 
shops, two burglaries and asked for four 
other thefts from shops to be taken into con¬ 
sideration. All these offences were commit¬ 
ted between November and February 12. 

Judge Martin Walsh told him, you have 
got a terrible record of offences. All are 
largely due to your drug addiction and until 
that is dealt with you are likely to continue 
to offend. 

He adjourned the case for a week for dis¬ 
cussions on intensive drug treatment 
therapy. Miklis was remanded in custody.

SECURITY patrols are being stepped up at a cemetery after 
a baby’s grave has been repeatedly targeted by thieves. 

Emma Wilcox, aged 31, said toys, lights and other gifts 
have been stolen from her son’s grave at Heath Lane Ceme¬ 
tery, West Bromwich. 

Her son Carson Wilcox was stillborn in March last year, 
and he was buried in the cemetery in Walsall Road in April 
2012. 

Mrs Wilcox, who has five other children, had a headstone 
erected, and regularly visits the grave. Back in March, Mrs 
Wilcox, along with her husband Russell and her children, 
bought some toy cars to place at the grave to mark Carson’s 
birthday, but within just days they had been taken. 

Mrs Wilcox of Dawes Avenue, West Bromwich, said: “I

Now residents are reaping 
the benefits of the beauty 
spot which has been given a 
new lease of life with CCTV 
cameras and new fencing. 

Richard Marshall, a 
member of Friends of Stony 
Lane Park, said: “The park 
for years has been unloved 
and it’s had a massive issue 
with geese and ducks. 

“People have been fly- 
tipping large amounts of 
food, dumping bags full of 
rotten waste, because the 
park is on a main road, and 
this has been attracting the 
animals.” 

After the friends group 
was set up, in May, along 
with Sandwell Council, 
members arranged for a 
fence to prevent any more 
dumping. Two CCTV 
cameras were also installed 
to deter would-be offenders. 

Mr Marshall, added: “The 
park’s now much cleaner, 
most of the geese and ducks 
have gone. 


“The fencing is quite ugly 
but it’s there to make a 
statement. 

“Within weeks it stopped 
the problem completely.” 

Last month the first event 
was held at the park with a 
funfair, stalls and other 
attractions, as well as 
pedalos on the lake. 

Sandwell councillors also 
turned up on the day to see 
the borough’s ‘new’ park. 

Smethwick ward Council¬ 
lor Victor Silvester said: “I 
popped in and it seemed to 
be a very good event, very 
popular. 

“The friends group was 
only set up earlier this year 
and I think they’ve done a 
marvellous job in getting it 
off the ground. 

“The fence has dissuaded 
people from dumping 
there.”

Hippodrome was a magnet 
for a long list of top stars 


THE opening of the elegant Dudley Opera 
House on Monday, September 4,1899 was 
a spectacular event for the town. 

Honoured guests included the Earl and Count¬ 
ess of Dudley, the mayor, and members of the 
town council. 

They were joined by ‘a large and fashionable audi¬ 
ence’ who tested the holding capacity of this ‘handsome 
building, occupying a commanding position’. 

Designed in the Italian Renaissance style, it was 
made of red brick with terracotta dressings, while its 
stage was of such height, width and depth that ‘it will 
allow of the most elaborate scenic effects’. 

That evening it was brought alive with a performance 
of The Mikado by the D’Oyly Carte Repertory Company, 
admirably supported by Dudley’s orchestra. 

It must have been a most proud night for John 
Maurice Clement, the man whose energy and enthusi¬ 
asm had pushed forward this project on land he had pur¬ 
chased from the Earl of Dudley. Born in the town, 
Clement had once worked at the Earl’s estate office, but 
he was always drawn to theatre. 

From involvement in amateur dramatics he became 
a theatrical agent and in 1888 he opened his first 
theatre, The Colosseum in Trindle Road. This had been

a circus but it became the home of drama in Dudley until 
the Opera House was finished. 

Like most owners of similar theatres Clement was 
unable to get by with productions of operas and Shake¬ 
spearian plays. He had to widen the appeal with more 
popular plays and even variety shows. Dudley Opera 
House continued in this vein until 1936 when it closed 
after it was damaged badly by fire. The site was then 
bought by the Kennedy brothers who built the Hippo¬ 
drome theatre and the Plaza cinema next door. 

Streamlined 

A splendid Art Deco building, the Hippodrome was 
designed by Archibald Hurley Robinson, a Birmingham 
architect who was well-known for his Art Deco cinemas. 
This connection explains why from the outside the Hip¬ 
podrome looked like a super-cinema with its stream¬ 
lined fagade. Inside, there were also Art Deco 
decorations. 

The Hippodrome held 1,700 people and was one of the 
biggest and best-known venues across the Midlands. 
There were full houses as top artists and comedians 
appeared. Laurel and Hardy performed there, as did 
Bob Hope - and when he did so, crowds packed the 


approach roads in the hope of getting a glimpse of the 
American star. Variety, plays and musical comedy also 
drew sizeable audiences, while the D’Oyly Carte 
Company with operettas by Gilbert and Sullivan was 
popular, as were spectacular ice shows and celebrated 
pantomimes. But the theatrical heyday was brought to 
an end by the rise of television, and the Hippodrome 
closed as a live venue in February 1964. 

Fortunately, it continued to be a popular venue as a 
bingo club from 1967. Sadly, though, this magnificent 
building has lain empty since 2005 and is threatened 
with demolition. Malcolm Palmer is one of many local 
people who vehemently oppose these plans; instead 
they want the Hippodrome to be brought back into use. 

Here, Malcolm shares with us some of his memories 
of that iconic structure: 

“I first started going to the Hippodrome in the latter 
part of the 1940s with either my parents or my aunt and 
uncle. The pantomimes were always special and a great 
attraction to youngsters like myself. Early recollections 
included seeing Billy Russell in pantomime. 

“Russell was Birmingham-born and in the latter part 
of his life had regular appearances in Crossroads. 

Malcolm was instrumental in starting the Friends of 
the Hippodrome, which is campaigning to bring the 
building back into full and sustainable use.

Automotive firm investment 
after winning £i5m contracts 


CAR interiors manufacturer Cab 
Automotive is investing a seven- 
figure sum in new production lines 
after winning £15 million of new 
contracts for the next three years, 
its annual report has revealed. 

Documents just filed with Compa¬ 
nies House show the Tipton-based 
business, which supplies carpets, 
parcel shelves and seating to car firms 
such as Jaguar, Land Rover, Aston 
Martin, McLaren, Honda, Toyota and 
Bentley, saw turnover rise to almost 
£20m last year. 

Its report for 2012 shows the 
company invested heavily in plant and 
machinery and planned to invest a 
further £2m in the current year with 
new plant lines to support its growth. 

Despite a highly competitive market 
for automotive suppliers, Cab Auto 
won £15m of contracts due to start this 


year and run until 2015. These con¬ 
tracts will underpin the growth targets 
of the company going forward,” said 
finance director Richard McCulloch. 

The figures for 2012 show that 
turnover rose to £19.4m from £19m the 
previous year while pre-tax profit rose 
to £1.12m from 895,000 in 2011. 

Turnover 

The company, based on the Vaughan 
Trading Estate, saw more than £19m of 
its turnover generated in the UK, 
where the majority of its major auto 
company clients are based. 

But it saw a dramatic rise in its sales 
in Sweden, to £225,000 from just 
£16,000 the year before, while sales in 
Germany dropped to just £26,000 from 
£221,000 in 2011. 

It also saw sales of £17,788 in Pak¬ 
istan and another £30,596 in Austria. 


Although overall export sales were 
down to £299,755 from £348,702, the 
increased sales from UK customers 
more than made up for this. 

The directors’ report said: “Whilst 
the automotive sector is currently 
buoyant, the company is focused on 
developing new business. 

“We are aware that risks, uncertain¬ 
ties and unforeseen events outside our 
control may affect future plans for the 
development and running of the busi¬ 
ness but are confident we can react 
quickly to maintain the profitability of 
the company and continue our strategy 
to grow the business still further. 

“The directors of the company con¬ 
sider the results to be a great achieve¬ 
ment in such economic times.” 

The company is also benefiting from 
a Regional Growth Fund win of £1.6m, 
confirmed last month.

causing £4,000 worth of 
damage. 

Maurice Price, aged 69, 
has been chairman of the 
allotments committee for 
the past 12 years. 

Ruined 

He said: “This type of 
mindless damage has been 
going on for 17 years now, 
and it shows no signs of 
abating. 

“People really have had 
enough of the trouble, and 
some are considering 
packing it all in. 

“You just don’t know what 
you are going to find when 
you get here in the morning. 
Will your vegetables be 
ruined or your tools stolen? 

“It is supposed to be 
hassle-free recreation but 
that is certainly not the case 
here.” 

The situation has got so 
bad that plot holders have 
been advised not to bother 
locking their storage sheds 
as they are likely to be 
smashed open by the 
vandals. 


Allotment holders at the 
72-plot site on Robert Road 
pay an annual rental fee of 
£25 (£22 for pensioners) 
which funds day-to-day 
running costs. 

“The main problem is that 
it is very easy to break into 
the site due to the lack of 
security,” Mr Price added. 

“The allotments cover a 
large, secluded area and the 
surrounding fence is not 
really adequate. 

“We probably need around 
£15,000 to install a vandal- 
proof fence, and that is 
money we have not got.” 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, Sandwell Council 
cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and environment, said 
they were looking at ways to 
improve security at the site. 

“We are planning to put in 
extra security fencing in the 
autumn,” she said. 

“We hope the improve¬ 
ments will reduce crime and 
anti-social behaviour, giving 
allotment holders the peace 
and mind and security they 
deserve to enjoy the site.”

Anyone looking closely at this 
picture of superstars Noel Gallagher, 
Russell Brand and Morrissey enjoying 
a night out at The Cat and Fiddle on 
Hollywood’s Sunset Boulevard will 
notice a touch of the Black Country 
lurking among the stars. 

The wall of the fabled bar is adorned 
with none other than bus blinds from 
the West Midlands and Staffordshire, 
bearing names of stopping points such 
as Essington, Bradley, Coseley, 
Wednesbury, Stourbridge, Pattingham 
and Cheslyn Hay. 

Manually 

The old destination blinds, used by 
drivers to display where they were 
going to, have been hanging in the Cat 
and Fiddle for more than 20 years. 

The full list is of 60 destinations 
ranging from West Bromwich to Worn- 
bourne, Bilbrook to Blakeley Green, 
Princes End to Penn Fields and 
Bilston to Bloxwich. They used to be 
wound on manually by drivers. 
Today’s buses have electronic displays. 

The Cat and Fiddle, where the 
blinds are displayed, has been a British 
themed pub in Hollywood for more 
than 30 years and was opened by Lon¬ 
doner Kim Gardner, the bassist with 
bands such as Creation and Ashton, 
Gardner & Dyke, who recorded three 
albums and had a number three hit in 
1971 with Resurrection Shuffle. 

The Cat and Fiddle moved from its 
original premises on Laurel Canyon 
Boulevard to 6,350 Sunset Boulevard. 
Kim Gardner died in 2001 but his 
widow Paula and daughter Ashlee con¬ 
tinue to run the pub. Ashlee, aged 30,

said the blinds had been bought at an 
antiques fair in the Midlands by her 
father - but she did not know where. 

She said: “They seem to be popular 
with the customers and British people 
are interested in them.” 

Youth 

Ashlee said her father was proud of 
his English heritage and ‘wanted to 
celebrate that in LA’. 

Kevin Chapman, from the West Mid¬ 
lands Campaign for Better Transport, 
said: “The blinds would either be from

Midland Red or perhaps the old Wol¬ 
verhampton Transport Corporation.” 

Former Darlaston man Stephen 
Page, who left his job as a Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Council youth worker in the 1990s 
to move to Hollywood, said he had 
visited the bar in 1994 when the blinds 
were on the ceiling. 

Destination blinds are seen as collec¬ 
tors’ items. One from the former 
Wolverhampton Transport Corpora¬ 
tion or its successor WMPTE believed 
to date from the 1970s sold for £82 on 
eBay in May.

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Car thief jailed after 
elderly couple injured 


A THIEF has been jailed for seven years for 
injuring an elderly couple as he stole their car. 

Dean Salter took the car in an opportunistic robbery after 
seeing its door was open while an elderly woman helped her 
husband cross the road in Wednesbury town centre. He 
laughed as he pushed the woman away as she tried to pull 
him out of the car, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Salter, 31, of Hawkestone Crescent, West Bromwich, who 
had dozens of previous convictions, had left Ladbrokes in 
Market Place and was walking down the street on December 
23 when he noticed the car door open with keys in the ignition. 

Benches destroyed 

VANDALS have destroyed five memorial benches at a 
Sandwell beauty spot. 

Bosses at Warley Woods in Smethwick arrived at the site 
last week to find the benches had been reduced to ash. Police 
are now investigating. 

Viv Cole, trust manager at Warley Woods Community 
Trust, said it appeared the benches had been piled up before 
being set alight.“I just don’t understand why anybody 
would do this,” she added 

The benches had been set fire to in the area known as 
the‘rose garden on the Abbey Road side of the park. Trust 
bosses said it will cost around £5,000 to replace the benches, 
which had been concreted into the ground. 


It had been vacated as the woman - a Mrs Price - helped 
her husband, who had difficulty walking, leave the Pig & 
Trumpet pub, also in Market Place. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Cox said Salter jumped in but strug¬ 
gled to start the automatic car. He added: “Mrs Price 
grabbed the steering wheel and the defendant’s collar. 

Elbowed 

“He elbowed her to her left bicep and laughed at her while 
he did it. She stumbled backwards. As the vehicle moved it 
caught Mrs Price and knocked her into her husband and 
they both fell to the floor.” 

The woman suffered a fractured wrist and other hand 
injuries which have since prevented her from wearing her 
wedding ring, while her husband suffered bruising to his 
legs and lower back and had an angina attack. 

Salter, who had 41 previous convictions for 142 offences 
including theft, burglary and dishonesty, was recognised 
from CCTV images. He had pleaded guilty on the day of his 
trial to robbery and dangerous driving. 

Mr William Dudley, defending, said: “This was not a car¬ 
jacking. This was an opportunistic theft that went very 
wrong. The car was targeted, not the vulnerable victim.” 

Judge Michael Dudley told him: “This crime was far, far 
more serious than anything in your record. I accept it was 
opportunistic. When she tried to stop you, you continued to 
drive off, effectively using your car as a weapon. This is a 
really serious robbery.”

Police tricked by 
burglar's story 

A BURGLAR who raided a house and had £440 worth of 
stolen cosmetics in his van was let go by police, despite his 
accomplice fleeing on foot when the officers arrived. 

Officers pulled over the van in Churchfield Avenue, 
Tipton, after a neighbour reported a burglary was under 
way on January 3 at about 7.30pm. 

Despite finding the vehicle contained 15 boxes of Avon 
cosmetics, which it later transpired had been stolen from a 
home in the street minutes earlier, they took no action when 
John Tripicchio ‘appeared to give a credible explanation’ 
prosecutor 

Bizarre 

Mr Mark Rees told Wolverhampton Crown Court. This 
was despite another man jumping out of the van and 
running away. 

Days later Tripicchio was contacted by police and told to 
attend a police station where he was arrested for burglary. 
Charges against the driver of the van have been dropped. 

Mr Rees said the stolen goods were not recovered. When 
Tripicchio was interviewed he said he had been asked by a 
friend to ‘help move some items’. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, defending, said: “He has had the 
maturity to plead guilty to the offence. This has been his 
first involvement in a burglary from a dwelling in a very 
long time indeed.” 

Tripicchio, aged 45, of Allen Road, Tipton, was given a 10- 
month sentence suspended for 15 months and he must also 
undergo 12 months supervision and carry out 50 hours 
unpaid work. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz told him: “The strange and bizarre 
aspect of this case is that the police arrived and stopped you 
along with two others in the van but you are the only one 
effectively facing the music.”

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a blooming marvel

A YEAR ago it was a run¬ 
down area blighted by fly- 
tippers. Today it is ablaze with 
colour after transformation 
into a wildflower meadow. 

Work started last autumn on the 
neglected corner of Kings Hill Park in 
Darlaston. Hundreds of seeds were 
planted on the land, around the size of 
two football pitches. 

The spring saw the first signs of life 
as green shoots started emerging. This 


summer the meadow came into full 
bloom with wild flowers of every hue. 

It is hoped not only to curb the 
problem of fly-tipping but also to 
encourage birds, butterflies and bees 
to visit. Councillors Chris and Paul 
Bott, of the Friends of Darlaston South 
Parks, described it as a wildlife haven. 

“It was completely barren before 
and suffered from subsidence, so we 
couldn’t do anything with it. 

“But with relatively very little 
outlay, this impressive meadow has 
been created.” 


Meanwhile, work is getting under 
way at two Sandwell parks to create 
wildflower meadows. 

Sandwell Council is working with 
The Wildlife Trust for Birmingham 
and the Black Country and park 
friends’ groups on the project. 

Last week team were spreading hay 
full of wildflower seeds in parts of 
Barnford Park, Oldbury, and Haden 
Hill Park, Cradley Heath. 

By next summer these areas should 
be covered in wildflowers, attracting a 
range of wildlife.

Mapping out your 
latest car parking 

I N January 2012 the car parks at 
the site of the former B&Q store 
opposite The Public closed per¬ 
manently to enable the construc¬ 
tion of New Square. 

The new car park at New Square pro¬ 
vides 850 short stay spaces, and in 
addition further short stay parking at 
New Square will be open in September 
with another 552 spaces and 509 in a 
new multi-storey car park. 

All of these spaces will be operated by 
New Square using a ticketless payment 
system, while the Sandwell Council-run pay 
and display long stay parking can be found 
at the Queens Square multi-storey car park, 
with 554 spaces. 

The council has invested around £2 million 
in new long stay pay and display car parking 
provision across the town centre. 

This includes an additional 35 spaces at 
Edward Street car park, 100 long stay 
spaces at Church Street and 175 spaces at 
Sandwell Road/Bratt Street behind High- 
fields register office. 

Sandwell Road and Temple Street car 
parks, which have 102 spaces between 
them, have also been improved, and there is 
dedicated Blue Badge parking still available 
in New Street, directly opposite The Public, 
as well as on level one of Queens Square 
multi-storey car park. 

There are other privately operated car 
parks in the town centre and the council has 
produced an up to date map showing all 
available car parks. The map is available to 
download from the council website - visit 
www.sandwell.gov.uk and search car parks 
in West Bromwich. Ample car parking in place to support the redevelopment of West Bromwich’s shopping and leisure facilities

Once again, Asian manufacturers 
dominated the study of the most reli¬ 
able brands, with Suzuki and Hyundai 
second and third behind Honda. Only 
Chevrolet and Ford break the Far 
Eastern stranglehold of the top 10. 

At the other end of the scale, luxury 
and prestige marques Bentley, Land 
Rover and Porsche are the most likely 
to break down - 86 per cent of Bentleys 


suffer a problem each year, making it 
Britain’s least dependable car maker. 

What Car? editor-in-chief Chas 
Hallett said: “Honda’s success in the 
reliability stakes is down to low failure 
rates, and when cars do go wrong 
they’re easy and cheap to fix. 

“Reliability is one of the key attrib¬ 
utes that buyers look for when looking 
to make a used purchase, so manufac¬ 
turers that can demonstrate that 
quality will always fare well. 

“The manufacturers at the bottom 
end of the table could learn a thing or 
two from their Japanese counter¬ 
parts.” 

Warranty Direct managing director 
Duncan McClure Fisher said: “House¬ 
hold budgets are already strained, so 
the last thing you want is a vehicle that 
costs you yet more unwanted bills. 


“That is why it pays to research cars 
before you buy - make the wrong 
choice and you could land yourself with 
a car that causes you nothing but 
hassle and money.” 

Overall, the most reliable models are 
the Mitsubishi Lancer and Vauxhall 
Agila, both of which also star as the 
cheapest to repair. The least reliable 
model is the Audi RS6 but the iconic 
Porsche 911 is the most expensive to 
fix, with an eye-watering average 
repair bill of £1157.04. 

Electrical faults are the most 
common across all cars, with almost a 
quarter (23.5 per cent) needing a visit 
to the garage in an average year. Axle 
and suspension faults are also 
common, affecting 22 per cent of cars.

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Upgrade 
for BMW's 
popular 
5 Series

THIS might not be an all-new model, but 
there’s no such thing as a minor refresh in the 
BMW 5 Series - it’s the Munich-based firm’s 
biggest seller globally, making it the most 
important car to come out of its factories. 

The biggest news for this latest model is on the inside, 
with an unbelievable array of gadgets and active safety 
installations now available either as standard or at an 
extra cost. More of that later. 

On the outside, things are more or less as they were, 
with a long, sloping bonnet that dips suddenly towards 
a low, trademark ‘kidney grille’. Small tweaks here and 
there have neatened and sharpened what was until now 
a slightly tubby design, so its on-road presence is that 
little bit more imposing. 

We Brits will have plenty of model variants to choose 
from, although there are some xDrive four-wheel drive 
models that wouldn’t sell well enough here for BMW to 
warrant re-engineering them for right-hand drive. 

Sales of xDrive versions are picking up, though, and 
we’ll get more choice on that front when an all-new 5 
Series arrives in two to three years. 

The three trim levels are called SE, Modern and 
Luxury, with M Sport trim packages available to 
upgrade the higher lines. Not all grades will be available 
with every engine, though. 

The key standard equipment on all models includes 
the excellent iDrive interface, a huge colour widescreen 
display on the dashboard, digital dials that change style 
according to the active drivetrain mode, leather uphol¬ 
stery and Euro VI compatible engines. 

Even the diesels pass the test, having been fitted with 
BMW’s BluePerformance NOx-reducing additive 
system. 

Mighty 

On the engine front there are six diesels and four 
petrols, ranging from a 518d with 14bhp and 119g/km to 
a mighty petrol V8 with more than 440bhp. At the car’s 
exclusive launch we drove the 535i and 530d options, 
with the diesel likely to be the more popular of the two. 

It’s a familiar unit to many current owners and excels 
at turning liquid diesel into formidably rapid forward 
motion, even in a car so relatively large. 

Sitting in the Luxury-trimmed test car, with its plush 
and supportive leather seats adjusted to fit, the driving 
position is absolutely perfect. A flick of the gear lever 
engages Drive at the other end of the eight-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox, while the electronic handbrake releases 
automatically. It’s a little slow to re-engage again when 
the time comes to park, but for setting off it’s ideal. 

The gearbox is, under normal use, a perfect match for 
the car. Changes are smooth, there’s no interruption to 
the power delivery and it will even disengage from the 
engine in an off-throttle efficiency-boosting process 
called decoupling. 

Its only failing is that under hard acceleration it 
changes up too late, allowing the diesel’s power delivery 
to stall in every gear as the torque curve falls away. For 
brisk acceleration it’s better to shift manually at around 
3,500rpm using the paddles mounted behind the steer¬ 
ing wheel. 

This 5 Series cruises quietly, with immense stability 
even above lOOmph on the German autobahn. It 
munches the miles deceptively easily and high-mileage 
drivers will love it. The variable-rate steering adjusts to 
make holding a straight course in your lane child’s play. 

Speaking of the steering, it’s plain to see why the 5 
Series is considered the driver’s choice in the segment. 
It’s no lightweight but it careers along winding, open 
roads in a way it has no right to. Large, wide tyres and 
confidence-inspiring suspension help with outright grip. 

There’s simply far too much new technology to list 
here, but believe me it’s worth getting hold of the 
brochure. 

As any dealer will be happy to tell you, the 5 Series is 
more customisable than ever, from the looks to the 
leather and from the suspension to the stereo. The 
basics are excellent enough though, and whatever con¬ 
figuration it’s built into, yet again, it looks hard to beat.

On a good 
number 
with the Fiat 
‘magic’

THE Fiat 500 is a brand in its own right. 
Arguably in some ways the 500 badge tran¬ 
scends Fiat itself - and the Italian firm isn’t 
daft: it’s spreading that name around new 
models to capture some of the 500’s verve. 

Here’s the next stage of the 500 family expansion: the 
500L MPW You have to wonder whether there were a few 
wayward translations on the road to naming it, but one of 
Fiat’s names for it is the “Magic Power Wagon” (no, 
really). At least, once you’ve finished giggling, the kids will 
love going for a ride in a car that sounds as though it 
belongs in a Disney film. 

Joking aside, the 500L MPW has an extra 20cm grafted 
onto the same chassis as the standard 500L, giving it 
enough boot space for two occasional-use rear seats. They 
don’t come as standard but can be added for an extra £800 
or so to create what Fiat calls a 5+2 layout. 

The legroom in the two rearmost seats is tight and 
they’re best reserved for the smallest children in the car. 
They also reduce the five-seater version’s 560-litre boot 
space by 70 litres when folded flat. 

With them raised the remaining luggage space is negli¬ 
gible, as with most seven-seat cars. 

This is the smallest seven-seater you can buy at just 4.35 
metres long and 1.78 metres wide (excluding the mirrors). 
Its high roof and shoulder line make it look bigger than it 
is, but you’re certainly glad of the slimline dimensions 
when it comes to urban driving. 

It’s surprisingly nimble as you dash into side streets and 
to be honest it doesn’t feel like a people-carrier at all ... 
until you fill it with screaming kids. 

While the third row of seats is, well, cramped, there’s 
much better news from the middle bench seat. There’s 
acres of space for heads, shoulders, knees and toes, with a 
driver of more than six feet leaving plenty of room behind 
him even for adult legs. 

The seats are unusually soft and comfortable in an age 
of increasingly firm padding, and - despite the rather odd¬ 
looking ‘inscription’ style upholstery graphics - the front 
five seats are very likeable. 

Heavily 

Similarly, the chunky steering wheel with ‘squircle’ 
design leather, and the solid ancillary stalks behind it. The 
clutch for this 1.6-litre diesel model is sprung just heavily 
enough to offer appropriate resistance but lightly enough 
to make low-speed ratio-shuffling a breeze for your left leg. 
The gear shift itself is notchy; more so than some rivals, 
and takes a slightly firmer and more committed push to 
locate a cog in the widely-spaced gate. 

Any family car needs to be practical and the 500L MPW 
delivers in spades. 

There are upper and lower glove boxes, and although 
the former’s lid hinge mechanism is a little primitive, 
together they offer loads of storage space. On top of these 
two are shelves and bins of various shapes and sizes that 
would be fit for loose change, receipts and gadgets. 

Not so practical on this higher-spec Lounge model is the 
fact that you can’t see the cruise control stalk because it’s 
behind the steering wheel. It’s not difficult to use ‘blind’ 
but it does take a bit of trial and error. 

This 104bhp 1.6-litre diesel engine is hardly a power¬ 
house, but it does offer useful punch from around 
l,900rpm on the stylish rev counter up to about 3,200rpm. 
Given that it was almost brand new during the test you 
can expect it to loosen up a little at both ends of the rev 
range as the odometer spins on. 

There’s a more powerful 1.6 diesel, but it’s best to avoid 
the low-powered 1.3, which really struggles to pull the 
MPW’s mass. 

The 500L MPW, silly names and small flaws aside, has 
an endearing quality about it. 

It does a job and it feels cheerful, which makes it a relax¬ 
ing and pleasant car in which to take the kids to school, 
parties or the beach. 

Like the 500 hatchback it’s highly customisable and 
handy touches like the movable boot floor, in-boot hooks, 
additional 12-volt charging sockets and large tailgate lip 
‘seat’ make it a real-world star.
